Klusman 
of that town when he revealed 
that an organization known as ‘the 
West End Agricultural Water 
Users association had been formed 
in order to protect their interests. 

Containing the names of many 
prominent Cucamonga growers in 
its membership, the organization 
represents six school districts in 
Etiwanda, Cucamonga, Alta Loma, 
Guasti and Mountain View, and 
property owners of more than 
70,000 acres.

Safety Council Chairman 
Pleads: For Safe Driving 


Three hundréd fifty American 


men, wothen and children will lose 
their lives in the next four days. 
Perhaps some of them right here 
in Upland, 

That was the grim prospect held 
forth today by Col. Dorsey J. 
Rutherford, city safety committee 
chairman, 


Estimates based on past experi- 
ence indicate the traffic toll of the 
nation over the Fourth of July 
weekend will be that high, and 
perhaps higher, he said. Ninety- 
five percent of those deaths will 
be due to faulty oe the col- 
onel added. 


But this tragic toll can be pre- 
vented. 





Five Rules 


“When you place yourself be- 
hind the wheel of your auto,” he 
said, “give a thought to the five 
qualifications of a safe driver. 
They are: 


‘Respect: Thinit of the safety 
and rigats of the other fellow. 
Knowledge: Know yeur machine, 
know every part which may go 
wrong and cause an accident. 
Know and obey the rules of the 
road. Know the mental reactions 
of the average human being and 
be prepared for the foolish and 
reckless action of others. Know 
the safe speed for every situation. 

“Caution: Careful driving pays 
in every circumstance.:Keep your 
mind on your job, look ahead for 
danger and have your car always 
under control. Skill: The safe driv- 
er knows how to control his ma- 
chine under all conditions. In an 
emergency he thinks quickly and 
acts instantly. Pride: Take pride 
in driving without accidents.” 


Characteristics 
Psychological studies at USC 
have shown that poor drivers have 
four characteristics that distin- 
guish them from safe drivers, Col. 
Rutherford said. 


These are chronic illness, ignor- 
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ance, ineptness and mental in- 


stability. 

‘Don’t think, just because you've 
had years of accident-free driving, 
that accidents only happen, “to 
the other fellow.” 

“No matter how competent 4 
motorist may be, he may at any 
moment have his life and the lives 
of his family placed in jeopardy 
by the “bad actor’ on the high- 
way. 

“The traffic safety problem is 
one that requires the careful con- 
sideration of every individual who 
uses the streets and highways. The 
motorist’ alone can determine 
whether this holiday will end in 
pleasure or tragedy,” he concluded.
